Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1964. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  for  the  year  indicate  a mid 
year  population  of  26,250,  an  increase  of  250  compared  with  last 
year.  This  is  the  twelfth  year  in  succession  that  the  population  of 
the  Borough  has  increased. 

During  the  year  373  births  and  495  deaths  occurred,  compared 
with  375  births  and  464  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
for  the  Borough  is  17.62,  compared  with  a national  birth  rate  of 
18.4  per  1,000  population,  and  the  Borough’s  adjusted  death  rate 
of  12.26  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.3  per  1,000 
population.  There  were  twelve  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  compared  with  seven  last  year. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  comparatively 
few  and  call  for  no  special  comment. 

Concerning  sanitary  circumstances,  there  were  few  changes 
during  the  year.  Water  supplied  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board  continued  to  be  satisfactory  in  both  quantity 
and  quality.  Sewage  and  refuse  disposal  continued  as  in  previous 
years. 

On  food  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  100%  meat  inspection 
continued  during  the  year;  also  that  there  was  a reduction  in  the 
percentage  of  ice  cream  samples  falling  into  grades  3 and  4.  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  also  that  of  44  samples  of  raw  milk  submitted 
for  biological  examination  two  were  found  to  be  positive  for 
Brucella  Abortus,  an  organism  which  causes  undulant  fever. 

Steady  progress  continued  on  housing,  and  34  houses  in  four 
areas  were  represented  during  the  year  for  clearance  under  Section 
42  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  13  houses  were  demolished,  or 

cleared,  and  138  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  so 
that  the  end  of  the  year  saw  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses 
in  the  Borough  to  10,433.  It  is  estimated  that  residents  moving 
into  new  dwelhngs  from  outside  the  Borough  could  largely  account 
for  the  increase  of  250  in  the  population. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  my  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  con- 
stant interest  and  support.

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  twenty  sixth  annual  report  on  the  Environmental 
and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough.  The  environmental  section 
covers  the  year  ending  31st  December  1964  and  the  cleansing 
section  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March  1965. 

The  only  changes  during  the  year  have  been  on  the  clerical 
staff.  Miss  E.  Underwood  joined  the  department  on  the  14th 
December  1964  and  Miss  M.  A.  Hepworth  left  on  the  28th 
December.  Mr.  P.  Robson  commenced  his  four  year  training  as  a 
Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  7th  September  1964. 

The  year  again  has  shown  steady  improvement.  The  survey  of 
houses  in  multiple  occupation  was  completed  and  a detailed  report 
was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  in  July  and  deferred  to  a 
special  meeting  in  September.  The  standards  I suggested  in  my 
report  were  accepted  by  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council, 
and  I was  instructed  to  implement  them  in  appropriate  cases.  I 
regret  to  say  that  owing  to  other  commitments  and  shortage  of 
staff  to  carry  out  this  extra  work  I have  not  been  in  a position  to 
tackle  this  problem. 

I had  hoped  that  some  progress  would  have  been  made 
regarding  the  demolition  of  property  in  Kirkgate  but  the  public 
local  enquiry  is  not  to  be  held  until  the  17th  February  1965. 

Work  in  connection  with  food  hygiene,  sanitary  and  housing 
defects,  drainage,  shops  and  factories  has  been  pursued  with  the 
same  energy  as  before,  and  when  one  looks  at  the  following  tables 
I would  say  with  some  success.

Slaughterhouse 


The  Public  Slaughterhouse  operated  by  the  Corporation  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Health  Committee  and  is  situated  at 
Rhodena  Avenue. 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  only  situated  at  Corn 
Exchange. 

A total  of  9,068  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  borough 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  63  over  last  year.  Cattle  and  calves 
Show  decreases  of  97  and  24  respectively,  sheep  show  an  increase 
of  63,  and  pigs  an  increase  of  120,  maybe  the  cheaper  price  of  pork 
is  creating  a greater  demand. 

The  net  cost  of  operating  the  slaughterhouse  was  £952  but  after 
excluding  an  item  of  £412  for  improvements  which  will  not  be 
repeated  to  the  same  extent,  the  net  cost  is  £540,  some  £230  less 
than  last  year  when  no  improvements  were  carried  out.  The  position 
could  in  my  opinion  be  improved  still  further  if  more  butchers 
bought  less  meat  ‘off  the  hook’  from  outside  sources. 

The  operation  of  one  slaughterhouse  does,  however,  reduce 
the  travelling  time  for  meat  inspection,  a considerable  advantage 
during  a staff  shortage. 

Ante-mortem  inspection  of  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  calves  is 
undertaken  by  your  inspectorate  at  the  Corporation  Market  each 
Monday  morning. 

After  an  absence  of  two  years  there  have  been  incidences  of 
tuberculosis  in  cattle,  this  is  unfortunate  in  view  of  the  success  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owners  of 
infected  cattle  are  referred  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector 
for  investigation.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  pigs.  The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  is  within 
1 cwt.  of  last  year’s  figure  at  2 tons  10  cwts.

The  Ministry  of  Health  recommendations  are  that  50%  of  the  samples 
should  fall  into  Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I and  II,  20%  in  Grade  III  and 
none  in  Grade  IV  over  a six  monthly  period. 

Looking  through  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  results  as  far 
as  Grades  I to  III  are  concerned  are  satisfactory.  We  have,  however,  still 
a few  samples  falling  into  Grade  IV. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  from  the  table  that  we  get  a greater 
number  of  samples  falling  in  Grades  II  and  III  during  July,  August  and 
September  a time  when  traders  are  busy.

FOOD  PREMISES 
Food  and  Food  Hygiene 

The  inspection  of  food  and  food  premises  has  continued  apace,  and  it 
is  encouraging  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poison- 
ing. My  relations  with  the  traders  have  again  been  very  cordial. 

I make  no  apology  for  repeating  that  far  too  much  open  food  is 
handled  and  this  applies  principally  to  grocers,  cooked  meats  and  con- 
fectioners shops;  more  use  could  be  made  of  greaseproof  paper  and  tongs, 
as  I said  last  year  these  types  of  food  are  most  suitable  to  bacterial 
contamination  and  should  be  handled  as  little  as  possible  and  with  the 
greatest  care,  it  is  better  to  be  safe  than  sorry. 

Some  progress  was  made  regarding  boarding  houses  and  hotels.  Thirty- 
six  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  found,  and 
seventy-eight  remedied,  the  difference  being  those  outstanding  from  the 
previous  year.

Daily  smoke  filter  and  volumetric  sulphur  dioxide  readings  have 
continued  during  the  year  at  Portland  Place  and  St.  George’s  School  and 
at  the  latter  site  I am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  that  has  been  given 
by  Mr.  Brown,  the  Science  Master,  who,  with  the  exception  of  weekends, 
has  very  kindly  arranged  for  the  readings  to  be  taken. 

Once  again  the  results  of  the  visual  examination  of  the  filters  confirm 
that  we  have  a smoke  problem.  I am  disappointed  that  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Committee  did  not  support  the  recommendation  of  the 
Health  Committee  that  only  grates  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel 
should  be  installed.  If  this  had  been  the  case  we  would  now  have  what 
would  have  been  in  effect  smoke  control  areas,  because  the  grates  capable 
of  burning  smokeless  fuel  are  more  efficient  in  controlling  the  combustion 
of  coal  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  oxygen  required  to  control 
combustion  is  regulated  thereby  giving  a minimum  smoke  emission.

LICENSED  CAMPS 

There  are  seven  caravan  sites  within  the  Borough  as  follows: —

3.  Jewison  Lane,  Bridlington,  Mr.  J.  L.  Ireland — 4.05  acres. 

4.  Lime  Kiln  Lane,  Bridlington,  Park  Estates  (Bridlington)  Ltd. — 16  acres. 

5.  Jewison  Lane,  Bridlington,  Mrs.  G.  M.  Pilling — 3.0  acres. 

6.  Charity  Farm,  Sewerby,  Mr.  A.  Lount — 8.02  acres. 

7.  Marton  Poultry  Farm,  Bridlington,  Mr.  J.  Rowley — 4 acres. 

Planning  approval  for  the  use  of  Marton  Valley  Poultry  Farm  as  a 
caravan  site  was  given  on  the  26th  March  1964. 

Work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  and  to  schedule  on  the  sites  not  up 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 
1960.  In  one  case  a deferment  has  been  granted  in  respect  of  a small 
ablution  block  owing  to  extenuating  circumstances. 

Mr.  Jackson,  the  inspector  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  caravan 
sites,  reports  that  all  have  been  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner.  We 
get  the  odd  complaint  that  the  standard  of  accommodation  is  unsatisfactory 
and  coupled  with  this,  excessive  charges.  This  of  course  is  the  result  of 
owners  of  caravans  sub-letting  and  more  often  than  not  is  no  concern  of 
ours. 


ORGANISED  CAMPING 


The  camping  site  at  South  Cliff  has  been  used  to  capacity  during  the 
season.  12  contingents  of  Boys’  Brigade,  1 Lads’  Club  and  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  1 Scooter  Club  Rally  came  from  the  West  Riding, 
Scotland,  Lancashire,  Nottinghamshire  and  Leicestershire. 

We  also  had  a repeat  visit  from  the  Yorkshire  District  Camping  Club 
at  Whitsuntide,  and  what  appear  to  be  our  regular  customers,  the  Yorkshire 
section  of  the  Caravan  Club  visited  us  at  Easter  and  September  bringing 
some  600  people  into  the  town,  the  latter  rally  being  for  a period  of  ten 
days. 

Sanitary  services  and  water  supply  are  provided  by  the  Health  Com- 
mittee. The  expenditure  was  £303  and  the  income  £373. 


CORPORATION  CARAVAN  CAMP 


This  caravan  camp  consisting  of  458  caravans,  122  of  which  are  for 
short  period  bookings,  has  again  been  very  popular.  I had  the  same 
problem  as  last  year,  too  many  people  requiring  too  few  short  term  sites 
for  Whitsuntide  and  August,  but  I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
imeconomical  to  increase  the  number  of  these  sites  for  the  peak  periods 
only.  The  income  amounted  to  £20,524  and  the  expenditure  £15,766,  giving 
a net  profit  of  £4,758. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Health  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  control  and  maintenance 
of  the  public  conveniences  in  the  Borough  excluding  those  conveniences 
inside  properties  administered  by  other  committees. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  new  and  larger  public  conveniences  have  not 
been  built  at  South  Cliff  for  the  need  is  urgent.  As  a temporary  measure 
it  is  proposed  to  extend  the  women’s  section  of  the  existing  conveniences 
by  three  water  closets  and  to  provide  a washbasin  with  cold  water  only 
until  such  time  as  new  premises  can  be  built. 

The  Health  Committee  have  considered  improvements  at  Beaconsfield 
conveniences  and  the  Borough  Engineer  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  consideration  by  the  committee. 

There  has  been  the  usual  spate  of  vandalism  which  now  seems  to  be 
spreading  to  the  women’s  section,  the  principal  damage  being  the  deface- 
ment of  the  painting  with  sharp  instruments.  It  is  almost  an  impossibility 
to  stop  this  unless  a 24  hour  watch  is  maintained,  supervision  in  one 
instance  was  undertaken  until  midnight  without  effect.

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  15.9%  test  weighings  evenly 
spread  over  the  52  weeks.  Trade  refuse,  wastepaper,  kitchen  waste  and 
other  salvage  are  actual  weights. 

1,191  loads  of  various  types  of  refuse,  giving  an  estimated  weight  of 
1,191  tons,  were  deposited  at  the  tip  including  139  loads  which  were 
received  from  the  Highways  Department  and  274  from  the  Parks  and 
Gardens  Department. 

94  tradespeople  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  tip  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  waste  materials. 

Salvage  totalled  888  tons  19  cwts.  compared  with  847  tons  3 cwts.  1 qr. 
for  1963-64.  This  is  made  up  of: —

The  vehicles  used  for  refuse  collection,  bulk  collection  of  sweepings 
from  streets  and  promenades  are  as  follows: — 

One  11  cub.  yd.  S.  and  D.  Freighter  purchased  in  1939. 

Five  16/18  cub.  yd.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighters  purchased  in 
1951,  1955,  1959,  1960  and  1962. 

One  Pakamatic  S.  and  D.  Freighter  purchased  in  1964. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  purchased  in  1951 
and  in  this  case  the  first  reconditioned  engine  since  the  vehicle  was 
purchased  was  fitted,  no  major  engine  overhaul  has  been  necessary. 
Re-painting  has  taken  place  where  necessary. 
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I  give  below  the  cost  of  running  the  various  Fore  and  Aft  Freighters.

The  release  of  freighter  GWF  112  from  refuse  collection  to  salvage 
has  been  made  possible  by  the  purchase  of  the  Pakamatic.  This  has 
avoided  the  purchase  of  a vehicle  for  salvage  and  provided  a vehicle  that 
should  give  good  service  over  the  next  few  years. 

From  my  records  22,000  extra  bins  equalling  144  loads  and  giving  an 
increased  tonnage  of  455  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  during  the  year. 


Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse,  street  sweepings,  gully  contents,  together  with 
inert  materials  from  other  corporation  departments,  utility  services  and 
private  sources  was  disposed  of  at  the  Woldgate  and  Bessingby  Hill  site  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

I am  proceeding  with  the  tipping  to  eventually  form  a sports  stadium 
and  if  the  present  levels  are  adhered  to,  the  completion  should  be  effected 
by  the  end  of  1965. 

The  International  Crawler  has  again  done  excellent  work,  both  m 
bulldozing  and  reclaiming  covering  material  from  previous  refuse  for 
covering. 

Labour  and  repairs  to  the  machine  during  the  year  cost  £224,  consider- 
ably less  than  half  the  wages  for  one  man.  Income  for  the  disposal  of 
trade  refuse  amounted  to  £57. 


Cultivated  Land 

Land  not  immediately  needed  for  refuse  disposal  together  with  land 
levelled  with  house  refuse  was  again  cultivated,  the  crops  being  grain  and 
hay.  The  completed  refuse  disposal  site  off  Easton  Road  was  again  let  as 
a market  garden. 

The  income  derived  from  the  letting  of  this  land  was  £70. 

Salvage 

889  tons  of  salvage  was  collected  during  the  year  an  increase  of  42 
tons.  Waste  paper  accounted  for  786  tons  an  increase  of  60  tons  over  last 
year.  The  total  income  received  for  salvage  from  all  sources  was  £7,374 
and  the  net  profit  £2,065. 
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Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying 


The  1,100  gallon  Gully/Cesspool  Emptier  put  into  operation  on  the 
7th  May  1962  has  again  given  excellent  service.  The  cost  of  repairs  and 
maintenance  amounted  to  £75  made  up  of  £23  for  labour  and  £52  for 
materials  two  items  alone,  a suction  head  and  a 6"  leather  hose  accounting 
for  £27  of  the  materials.  For  a vehicle  of  this  kind  I must  say  that  given 
the  correct  maintenance  (the  driver  together  with  the  attendant  are  allowed 
one  half  day  per  week)  the  diesel  engine  is  very  suitable.  The  high  pres- 
sure street  washing  equipment  was  again  used  during  the  season. 

11,245  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  at  a cost  of  Is.  Hd.  per  gully, 
206  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools  from  which 
503  loads  were  removed,  equalling  342,040  gallons  of  sewage. 

256  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  British  Railways  and  other 
private  concerns.  Sludge  pits  etc.  were  emptied  81  times  in  the  Borough 
for  industrial  concerns. 

2,735  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  at  Flamborougli  and  Hunmanby  and  391  gullies  for  the  Filey 
Urban  District  Council,  and  cesspools  in  the  area  of  Filey  Urban  District 
Council  were  emptied  31  times.  Sewers  in  the  Borough  were  flushed  as 
and  when  required  in  addition  to  washing  down  after  floods.

The  Gully/Emptier  for  high  pressure  street  and  channel  washing. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  eight  beats.  Four  lengthmen  beats  in 
the  rural  part  of  the  Borough,  two  beats  with  street  orderly  barrows,  and 
two  with  electric  street  orderly  vehicles.  Three  beats  in  the  town  area  and 
near  the  sea  front  are  shortened  during  the  summer  season  in  order  that 
a continual  sweep  shall  be  kept  in  the  town  and  promenades. 

I make  no  apology  for  again  stressing  the  difficulty  of  keeping  our 
streets  clean  during  the  season  owing  to  the  volume  of  traffic  and  parked 
cars  (many  of  which  are  parked  all  night).  The  high  pressure  street  and 
channel  washing  equipment  has  again  been  a tremendous  help,  it  forms  the 
initial  treatment  during  the  season  and  reduces  the  time  spent  in  sweeping 
by  the  street  orderly  men. 

The  Sprinkler  Sweeper  Collector  is  almost  invariably  used  in  areas  less 
frequented  by  traffic  and  outlying  housing  estates.  The  electric  vehicles  are 
used  in  the  town  centre,  old  town  area,  and  promenades  during  the  high 
season. 

There  is  a profusion  of  litter  baskets  and  they  are  well  used,  but  still 
it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  streets  of  our  town  as  free  from  litter  as  I 
would  like,  especially  at  weekends,  and  this  is  taking  into  account  that 
baskets  in  the  busy  areas  are  emptied  as  much  as  three  times  per  day.  I 
again  had  to  combat  with  refuse  from  holiday  flats  being  deposited  in 
litter  baskets  and  in  some  areas  I have  had  to  remove  the  litter  baskets 
owing  to  this  misuse.  The  fouling  of  footpaths  and  grass  verges  by  dogs 
again  caused  complaints  to  be  received  at  the  office  and  until  the  Corpora- 
tion employ  an  authorised  person  in  order  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
byelaw  relating  to  this  matter  I am  sure  there  will  be  no  improvement. 
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District  roads  taken  over  during  the  year  include: — 

Sandsacre  Road,  Sandsacre  Way,  Sandsacre  Avenue,  Ripley  Close, 
South  Back  Lane  (Back  Roadway),  Kent  Square,  Kent  Road, 
Cranbeck  Close,  Bessingby  Gate  (Dual  Carriageway),  Greenfield 
Road,  Thornton  Road,  Cornfield  Crescent,  Harrington  Road, 
Meadow  Road,  Matson  Road,  Ramsey  Road,  Matson  Close,  Wright 
Crescent. 

Footpaths — Ripley  Close  to  Marton  Road,  Ripley  Close  to  Allotments, 
Sandsacre  Way  to  Marton  Gate,  Harrington  Road  to  Meadow 
Road. 

an  additional  2.27  miles. 

Total  road  mileage  is  now  59.39.

At  all  times  they 
have  shown  tremendous  enthusiasm  for  the  work  for  which  each  is 
responsible. 

To  the  men  and  women  who  carry  out  the  manual  work  of  the 
department,  often  under  very  difficult  conditions,  I say  thank  you.  It  is 
no  easy  job  for  them  to  please  everyone  all  the  time,  and  I get  more 
bouquets  than  brickbats  about  the  courteous  and  civil  way  they  go  about 
their  work.  My  Supervisor  has  again  carried  out  his  work  with  great  zeal. 
The  small  number  of  times  my  vehicles  have  been  off  the  road  is,  in  no 
small  way,  due  to  the  care  with  which  my  drivers  handle  their  vehicles 
and  to  my  mechanic  for  the  painstaking  interest  he  takes  in  his  work. 

Finally  I would  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman, 
Alderman  F.  G.  Webb,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
the  encouragement  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.  To  Dr.  Maughan 
and  my  fellow  officers  my  grateful  thanks  for  their  support  and  co-operation 
when  required.
